I have read the communication by A.)

Strictly speaking the U. s. bonds wee 
payable in just such dollars as should be| 
a legal payment forall other debts.

PEPPER SAUCE. Four dozen green 
peppers; five onions; one handful lady 
garlic; three tablespoonfuls of grated 
horseradish; two quarts best cider vine- 
gar; one quart of water. Put the whole 
into a kettle on the fire and boil until 
soft enough to mash in a sieve with a 
spoon; then add two tablespoonfuls of 
blackpepper; one tablespoonful each of 
allspice, powdered; mace, pulverized; 
one-half tablespooful of cloves pulver- 
ized; one teaspoonful of salt. Place the 
mixture on the fire and let boil ten min- 
utes. Pass all the spices through a sieve 
before adding to the peppers.

The reverend gentleman | 
took Isaiah 49: 4 as his text, and at the 
beginning stated the following to be in 
his judgment the Rights of the working-| 
1. To earna living, not to be given| 


one nor to beg it, such a living tuo as} 


| would not cramp body, brain and soul. 


2. To marry and raise a family and 
support them in comfort. 
| 3. Te educate his children. He should) 
{not be compelled to put them into facto-| 
iries during their school years. To be 
compelled to do this was a great wrong 
to parents, children, and the public. 

4. To take advantage of moral and re-| 
ligious instruction. He should be in 
such a condition that he can pay for} 
this. 

5. To put by something for old age.—| 
If he has toiled fifty years he ought, if| 
frugal and industrious, to be able to live | 


|

without work. 
To the question how to gain these! 
rights the speaker gave the following, as| 
some of the supposed ways:— ° 
By Communism. This demanded | 

the division of all property as well as all| 
future increase. This, however, would | 
be unjust as the lazy and extravagant! 
would share with the industrious and 
saving. It would also strike a death | 
b a to all material prosperity. 
. By Strikes. Mr. P. briefly reitera-| 

te d the objections to strikes he prese ented | 


in his first lecture. 

3. Dependence upon Government.—| 
Many would ask government to fur- 
nish work. But if it is good to legislate 
for one class it is good to do so for anoth- | 
er. The power to legislate at all implies | 
the right to control and yields the rights | 
to tyrannize over. 

4. By forming political parties. This 
was perfectly legitimate. Political ques- | 
tions were of different kinds; some di-| 
vided society down through its different | 
smtes and were the least dangerous.—| 
Others were sectional and were some-! 
whai dangerous as we had learned in the | 
case of slavery. Others like the labor| 
question, pitted class against class. In|} 


such questions there was grave danger. 
Existent animosities would be intensi-| 
fied. Another danger menaced labor | 
itself. Mr. Perry expressly disclaimed | 


any reference to the political affairs in 
the state at the present time. The labx r| 
party must depend upon two kinds of 
leaders: 

1. Those who were not workingmen.! 
These men could not understand the 
needs of the workingmen, hence could 
not legislate for them. ~ While some 
would serve them faithfully others 
would use them as so many steps by| 
which to climb into power. 

2. Workingmen. Such were not fitted | 


to be statesmen, and not understanding 


these question iu their applicat 
fail to do the work they were elected to} 
do. 

5. Throveh secret societies. These 
might do the workmen good: mizcht 


ion would 


unite them in some plan for their good: 
might serve to educate them in certain 
directions: might assist them to save 


money. But if used as covers to conceal 
the preparation of strikes, &c., they do 
nothing towards the solution of this 
g estion 


Mr. Perry then returned to the ques- | 
ion, “How to gain workingmen’s|} 
rights,” and gave as he believes the 
real ways, viz.: 

1. Let every cerehare yman earn all he 
can and save as much as possible. Have 
an ambition to be rich, honestly. Do 
not spend money for things that bring 
uo profit. A small sum like ten cents 
day for fifty years, saved and well in- 
vested will amount to a large sum.— 
Hence many a man smokes or drinks u 
a fortune in his lifetime. 

2. Let the workingmen enter neg- 
ields of labor. Manufacturing 
villages are crowded and our farming 
districts depopulated. Farms which wil! 
supporta family can be bought almost 
forasong. Brains, ente Gates. and fru- 
gality will pay well on a farm. 

3. Let the workinemen open new) 
fields or be ready to enter the moment 
they are opened. 

In these ways the workiugman will] 
depend, not upon others, but himself.— 
And thus the problem of securing his 
rights be solved.
